NEW ORGANIZATION 


Former Advocate of a Munitions 
Minister Testifies Before 
Senators. 


WAR INDUSTRIES BOARD 


Function Is to Secure Co-opera- 
tion, He Says, and Work 
Done Is Creditable. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 14.—-Daniel 
Willard, chairman of the War In- 
dustries Board, today testified in the 
Senate Military Committee’s war in- 
quiry, that he had advocated creation 
of a Government Minister of Muni- 
tions, but now was in favor of trv- 
ing out the new War Department re- 


Vean 2110NnN 
Willard reminded he con 
that when the Advisory Coinmissio! 


of the Council of National Defens: 
was organized it was regarded as 
peace organization, formed to obtain 
industrial information for use in 
case of war. 

“We began work in a somewha’ 
hazy atmosphere,” he said. “Our 
organization was largely a voluntary 
one and had no legal standine. But 
there seemed no other agency of 
the Government to do it. I feel the 
committees have rendered very val- 
uable assistance, especially the Sup- 
plies Committee of Mr. Rosenwald.” 

War Industries Work 

The chief purposes of the War In- 
dustries Board, Willard stated, as 
follows: 

“To prevent unnecessary competi- 
tion between Government agencies, 
to determme questions of priority 
‘that must be done by some outside 
ugency) to discover sources of sup- 
ply and production and to prevent 
, unnecessary disruption of industry.” 

“Did it work out satisfactorily?” 
usked Senator Weeks. 

“T don't think it worked satisfac- | 
torily,’’ Willard replied. “It was not. 
perfect, but it worked much better 
than, [ think. is generally supposed. 

We were not prepared for perfect! 
work. Undoubtedly mistakes were 
made, but, on the whole, I think the: 
'accompHishments were creditable. 
under all circumstances.” 

Lack of co-ordination between va- 
rious Government agencies was “‘gen- 
erally recognized,’ Willard said. ‘‘but | 
he thought it was to be expected, 
with 10 or 12 or more separate pur- 
chasing agencies. 

“The present organization, policy 
and functions of the War Industries | 


| Board,’ Willard said, “is to secure 
| co-ordination.” 

The War Department reorganiza- | 
tion, with its change in purchasing, | 
| Willard declared “infinitely better’ | 
'than that of six months ago. 
~ “T am distinctly in favor of what. 
the Secretary of War has done so 
far,” he said, “putting the army

GERMAN VIEWS OF OUR WAR AIMS. 
| It is a hopeful sign that the newspapers of Ger- 
/many are in sharp controversy over President 
_Wilson’s statement of the possible basis of peace. 
| Organs of Libera] inclination find much in his 
| proposals to commend, and only the hidebound 
‘advocates of Pan-Germanism reject them all. 

These conflicting views result from the terri- 
‘torial questions involved. Considering them 
first, Pan-Germanism makes a new and angry ap- 
peal to the sword. Such newspapers, however, as 
‘the Frankfurter Zeitung and the Berlin Tageblatt 
having regard chiefly for the foundations of a 
lasting peace emphasized the general principle 
laid down by the President and discusses them 
with open minds. 

Six of Mr, Wilson's conditions come under the 
'last mentioned head. Briefly they are: Diplomacy 
‘in public, freedom of the seas, the removal of 
economic barriers, reduction of armaments, pop- 
ular sovereignty to have equal weight with that 
of the Government whose title is to be deter- 
Mined in settling colonial claims, and, finally, 
mutual guarantees of independence and territorial 
integrity to great and small states alike. 

The other eight conditions relate to the evac- 
uation of occupied nations and provinces, includ- 
ing Alsace-Lorraine, the reconstruction of Poland, 
the limitation of the Ottoman empire, the opening | 
of the Dardanelles, freedom and territorial in- 
tegrity for the Balkan States, autonomy for the) 
various peoples of Austria-Hungary and a read- | 
justment of the frontiers of Italy. 

The fact that influential German newspapers 
are willing to ignore territorial problems for the 

present, while enlarging upon general principles, 
seems to‘indicate that not all of the conditions 
affecting frontiers are fighting questions. It is 
certain that any nation accepting the President's 
generalizations in good faith will soon be com- 
pelled by the force of logic to take carefully into 
account the specific measures suggested by him 
to make them effective.

RUM AS A FIGHTING RATION. 
While England is dealing out rum rations to 


her fighting men and the debate waxes warm 
over the question whether United States soldiers 


at the front shall be under the same restrictions 
with respect to drinking as at the cantonments, it 
is interesting to recall the experiments in mixing 


rum and religion in the very early period of this 
country’s history.

‘Up to June 1 the losses of the 
British expeditionary forces from 
deaths in action and deaths from 
wounds were about 7 per cent 
of the total of all the men sent 
to France since the beginning of 
the war.’ The war began three 
years ago, hence this total loss 
of 7 per cent ‘since the begin- 
ning of the war’ means a yearly 
loss of but little more than 2 
per cent. 

“The accuracy of this state- 
ment is strikingly confirmed by 
the published statement of an 
English insurance company—the 
London Prudential —— which 
shows that out of a total of 2.- 
000,000 British soldiers insured, 
the losses during the present 
war have amounted to 39 per 
1000 per annum; but since the 
deaths in times of peace among 
men of the same age amount to 
10 per 1000 per annum, we must 
deduct the normal mortality 
(10 per 1000) from the war 
losses (30 per 1000), leaving war 
responsible for only 20 deaths a 
year in each group of 1000 men 
in service. Twenty deaths per 


1000 is two deaths per 100, or 
2 per cent, as stated by Secre- 


tary Baker. This is the toll of 
war.
